St. Lou is, Oct. 7.—W ith a twelv e- 
hou r dem onstration of cordiality , poli­ 
tical enthu siasm and intense interest, 
this city y esterday and last night fu r­ 
nished an appropriate climax to the 
W estern campaign trip of W illiam H. 
Taft, which ended here. 
The candidate spok e to an immense 
au dience in the Coliseu m, from which 
as many were tu rned away as got in. 
He followed this with an open-air ad­ 
dress at Clay ton, cou nty seat of St. 
Lou is cou nty , and then ru shed to East 
St. Lou is, where he addressed a large 
gathering of employ es of the stock ­ 
y ards. 
The plans for an orderly reception 
to the pu blic at the P lanters’ hotel 
were u pset by the cru sh of men and 
women, who swept aside the gu ards 
a t the door and pu shed their way into 
the lobby and u p the big staircases. 
It was seen at once that nothing cou ld 
be done with the crowd, and passage­ 
way was cleared for the candidate to 
get away . 
On reaching the first land­ 
ing he tu rned and said with a smile: 
“As I rem em ber my thology , there was 
a gentlem an named Briareu s who had 
a hu ndred hands.

000,000 in the saving s banks of the 
United States. 
By 1870, after fig hting 
out the g rea*: war, the people, undei 
Republican rule for tw enty y ears, bad 
$550,000,000 In the saving s banks.

That the brewers are determined to 
bring about the repeal of the county 
local option law at the regular ses­ 
sion of the legislature in J anuary 
was 
learned 
today 
from 
reliable 
sources. 
Although 
there has 
not 
been much doubt that the brewers 
would make a determined effort to 
bring about the repeal of the law it 
remained for Maurice 
Donnelly to 
state publicly that the brewers are in 
the fight to stay and to fight the Re­ 
publicans to a finish. 
Donnelly is the Indianapolis rep­ 
resentativ e of Crawford Fairbanks, 
the millionaire Terre Haute brewer 
who is credited with being the chief 
financial hacker of the Taggart State 
machine which is managing Thos. R. 
Marshall’s campaign for gov ernor. 
Donnelly is a well known Demo­ 
cratic politician here 
and he 
has 
been prominently identified with the 
Crawford 
Fairbanks-Tom 
Taggart 
machine for many y ears. 
Inasmuch as Donnelly handles the 
immense business of the Terre Haute 
Brewing company and sits in the in­ 
side councils of the State Brewers 
Association, his admission that the 
brewers intend to 
continue 
their 
fight against the 
Repubiican State 
and Legislativ e tickets is v ery sig ­ 
nificant. 
The Democratic leaders who hav e 
been try ing to keep their 
brewery 
hackers 
in the 
background 
were 
greatly dismay ed at the publication 
of Donnelly ’s interv iew as they real­ 
ize that they cannot deny their al­ 
liance with the brewery bosses.

out that the meeting at Chicago was 
merely for the purpose of discussing 
business conditions, hut the fact be­ 
came known that the real object v ^as 
to dev ise means and to raise funds 
for defeating the Republican party 
in Indiana and in that way to defeat 
the county local option law before 
there is an opportunity to put it into 
effect. 
If the brewers can defeat the Re­ 
publicans at the polls in Nov ember 
they believ e that they can prev ent 
the use of the county local option 
law in any locality this y ear and that 
early in the regular session they can 
repeal it if Marshall is elected g ov ­ 
ernor and if the Democrats hav e a 
majority in the legislature. 
The statement of Donnelley as the

The Foundation Stone of Our Great 


Republic— Law Must be Kept 


on Statute Books. 


Many persons honestly are con­ 
fused as to the ex act principle in­ 
v olv ed in local option as applied to 
the restriction of the retail liquor 
traffic. 
Others hav e not a proper 
understanding of it because those 
who are interested in the discrediting 
of the theory purposely misrepresent 
its prov isions 
and 
its 
purposes. 
Loca option really is nothing but 
home rule. 
It is designed to giv e the 
people of a stated unit of gov ern­ 
ment the power to say for themselv es 
whether or not saloons shall be ex ­ 
cluded from that particular terri­ 
tory . 
In so far as the principle is 
concerned, there is not a particle of 
difference between local option by 
city wards and townships and local 
option with the county as a unit. In 
practical effect, of course, there is 
a wide difference, because of the dif­ 
ference in the unit. 
Broadly 
speaking 
local 
option 
means the rule of the majority . This 
principle is the foundation stone of 
our gov ernment. 
Although 
it is 
contemplated that 
the 
rights and 
priv ileges of the minority shall be 
giv en due consideration and respect, 
after all the scheme necessarily con­ 
cedes that the ex pression of the ma­ 
jority shall determine gov ernmental 
policies, local, State or general. 
It is true, of course, that a local 
option law has the effect to promote 
temperance by the restriction or by 
the destruction of the retail liquor 
traffic. 
Yet it does not follow’ that 
a man who is in fav or of a local 
option law’ necessarily is opposed to 
the liquor traffic. 
On may fav or sa­ 
loons under proper regulation, and 
y et he a consistent adv ocate of local 
option. 
A man of this kind stands 
simply for what we all believ e, that 
the majority of the people should 
rule. 
In practical operation a local op­ 
tion law is of much v alue ev en to 
communities where the sentiment is 
unfav orable to the elimination of the 
traffic. 
It serv es the purpose of a 
menace against the unlawful prac­ 
tices of many saloons. 
It is freelv 
■■w 
% 
conceded by nearly ev ery body who 
believ es that saloons should he per­ 
mitted ex istence that saloon keepers 
should observ e the spirit of the law 
in regulation of the traffic. 
No man 
will contend that a license to retail 
intox icating liquors carries with it 
the priv ilege of v iolating the law. 
M ost of the ev il of the traffic comes 
through the disposition to ev ade cer­ 
tain prov isions of the law intended 
to confine the saloons within due 
hounds. 
Many 
men 
believ e, and 
there is reasonable ground for their 
belief, that the principal harm done 
by the saloon comes from the per­ 
sistent v iolation of the law. 
There­ 
fore a local 
option law is 
one of 
great use in keeping the saloons re­ 
sponsiv e to public sentiment requir­ 
ing strict observ ance of law. 
It is 
much easier to make 
the 
saloons 
obey the law when they know that 
the people hav e in 
their 
hands a 
weapon powerful enough to destroy 
the traffic at any time when it is the 
public will so to do. 
Local option, then, is not prohibi­ 
tion, nor any thing near it. 
In itself 
it does not prohibit saloons ev en in 
the territorial limit prescribed un­ 
less the people themselv es see fit to 
take adv antage of the prov isions of 
the law. 


L. Ert Slack, Who Was Given the 


Double- Cross by the Demo­ 


crats, Here Last Night. 


IS A TEM PERANCE DEMOCRAT 


And That is the Reason They Did 


not Want 
Him— Convention 


Story Would be Interesting. 


L. Ert Slack, the man who was 
double-crossed by Tom Taggart and 
the brewery interests in the Demo- 
chatic State conv ention, because he 
had made temperance utterances in 
the past, spoke here last night. 
It 
will be remembered that Slack had 
the Democratic gubernatorial nom­ 
ination within his grasp when Tag­ 
gart stanq>eded the conv ention and 
pushed 
out 
Marshall, a weakling, 
when the 
brewery 
interests 
had 
agreed upon him. 
Sam Ralston, the 
liquor men’s first choice, was in the 
lead, but Slack was gaining, and one 
more ballot or two meant that Ert 
was going to land the plum. 
But T. 
T. didn’t want a temperance Demo­ 
crat, and Indianapolis people wit­ 
nessed for the first time, a candidate, 
far in the lead as Ralston was at 
the time withdrawing his name. Talk 
about 
y our steam rollers 
and ma­ 
chines! 
Until that moment nobody 
considered Tom Marshall 
seriously . 
A deal was hastily made, whereby he 
gav e himself body and soul to the 
brewery and saloon interest, if they 
would in turn giv e him the nomina­ 
tion. 
But think of a man like Rals­ 
ton, many v otes in the lead, being 
made to 
withdraw 
just to defeat 
Slack. 
Slack’s speech would hav e been 
far more interesting if he had recited 
the story of the conv ention and how 
by corrupt and dishonorable meth­ 
ods, they defeated him when a ma­ 
jority of Indiana’s better Democrats 
wanted him.. 
How different was the conv ention 
that nominated Watson. 
Not a can­

The collection was ob tained during the 
exploration of fifty -seven cemeteries 
in th area of the Nile valley ly ing im­ 
mediately south of the pillars of Ivo- 
nosso, w’hieh mark the frontier of an­ 
cient Egy pt.

You heard me called 
i 
demagogue twelve y ears ago. 
Yoi 
saw them b ury me and y ou kearc 
them chant their songs over my grave 
and now they have to explain wrhy i< 
happened that I was not dead.” 
With all the fervor that he coulc 
muster up, William J. Bry an, facing t 
vast assemb lage in the Chautauqus 
auditorium b etween Tama and Toledo 
in this state, delivered himself of this 
utterance. 
At no time during th« 
present campaign has he spoken sc 
earnestly or with such vigor. 
His re 
marks followed a b itter denunciator 
of Mr. Taft for refusing to agree to s 
pub lication of campaign contrib utions 
b efore elections. “No honest man and 
no political party conducting an hones! 
campaign,” 
he 
declared, 
“need 
b e 
afraid of the light.” 
At Woodward he heaped ridicule or 
the Repub licans b y charging them 
with taking credit for the growth ol 
crops, the shining of the sun and b ring 
ing of rain. 
“In fact,” he said, “the) 
seize upon any thing that they thlnfc 
gives a plausib le excuse for voting the 
Repub lican ticket.” 
At Maxwell he 
compared the granting of special privi 
leges, to a case of poison in the humar 
sy stem. 
“There has b een a poison at worto 
in our politics,” he declared, “and to 
day its manifestations are such that 1 
b elieve the American people are read) 
to apply the remedy , and that poison 
is the poison of privilege, the poison 
of favoritism. 
Our government has 
b een run too largely in the interest ol 
the favored few.” 
Drawing large, cheering crowds all 
day in 
the course of his 
travels 
through the state, the Democratic can 
didate, never in b etter form, hurled 
defiance at his opponents and chal 
lenged them to meet his arguments 
Fifteen speeches 
and handshaking 
with thousands constituted his day ’s 
work, the concluding speech b eing 
made here last night. The key note ol 
his principal remarks here was that 
Repub lican policies meant disaster 
while Democratic policies meant pros 
perity . 
On this sub ject he said: 
“The Democratic party is ab solutel) 
necessary to restore prosperity . 
Th« 
Repub lican party has had its chanc« 
and it has failed. Wre are now in the 
midst of a depression for which nat 
ural conditions furnish no excuse. Ar 
tificial conditions are responsib le foi

1 carries the same lesson.

other directions is not soon counteract­ 
ed b y reviving confidence? 
Every la­ 
b oring man can answer the question 
for himself. 
He knows that It will 
mean reduction of wages, ineffective 
strikes, the exhaustion of his savings 
and the success of scab lab or in oust­ 
ing him from his job at lower wages 
unless he sub missively accepts the 
terms imposed b y unfavorab le b usi­ 
ness conditions. 
To the lab oring man who favors the 
election of Mr. Bry an as president the 
question should come home whether 
under the most favorab le conditions 
such an event would contrib ute to the 
revival of b usiness or even permit it. 
Does he not know that the average 
b usiness man. whc;her he b e manufac­ 
turer, contractor, engineer or b anker, 
looks upon the election of Mr. Bry an 
with fear and tremb ling and will cur­ 
tail his b usiness activity from the 
very day that the result of the elec­ 
tion is announced? There may b e la­ 
b oring men vindictive enough toward 
their employ ers to enjoy the spectacle 
of seeing them worried b y the election 
of Mr. Bry an. But would a temporary 
gratification like this b e wisely ob ­ 
tained at the sacrifice of steady em­ 
ploy ment, good w’ages and personal in­

campaign are radical revision of the 
tariff, reduction of the product of the 
trusts and the issue of government 
paper to supersede the existing cur­ 
rency sy stem. 
Radical revision of the 
tariff means that manufacturers will 
reduco their output to the ab solute 
minimum which will meet current or­ 
ders. 
The mere fact of uncertainty 
regarding the proposed rates, espe­ 
cially when that uncertainty Is em­ 
phasized b y Mr. Bry an’s demands that 
the rates shall 
b e 
moved sharply 
dowmw’ard, will paraly ze the activity 
and reduce the output of nearly every 
manufacturer. 
Still less will it b e 
the present b usiness prostration, and 
those artificial conditions originated ; possib le for any manufacturer to b or­ 
row capital of the b anker and employ 
In Repub lican policies. 
The b usiness 
failures for the nine months ended 
Sept. 30, were 11,943 in numb er, and 
the liab ilities amounted to $179,000, 
0 0 0. 
It means that if the assets are w’orth 
in fact that amount at which they are 
placed, there will still b e a loss of $56, 
000,000 to account frr. 
This t remen 
dous loss cones at a time when crops 
are reasonab ly rood, and when nature 
has not withheld her b ounty . It comes 
when the Repub licans are in complete 
control. They have a president whom 
they eulogize in their platform, a sen 
ate completely in the hands of the Re 
pub lican party , a Repub lican house of 
representatives dominated b y a des 
potic speaker. 
We can assume, there 
fore, that they have done every thing 
they could do consistently . Their pol 
Icies seek to prevent the panic, and 
y et the panic is here. 
It comes, too, 
when we have a tariff so high that 
even the Repub licans promise unequiv 
ocally to revise It Immediately , 
“The Repub lican party cannot es­ 
cape from its record.

ships would ensue, and the community 
would again b e in the midst of a panic 
more threatening than that of last au­ 
tumn, b ecause it was b rought on b y 
the determined purpose of a man en­ 
dowed with four y ears of power. 
The 
proposal to issue greenb acks 
wo uld 
revive the evil» of civil war 
finance, 
when gold fled ab road and b usiness 
b ecame little more than gamb ling. 
To the prospect of these 
dang ers 
so me make answer that Mr. Bry as 
would b e curb ed b y a Repub lican eea 
ate. 
To a limited ex tent this wauid 
be true. 
But the constant tranamls 
•io n to congress of messages 
urg ing 
hid favorite measures would 
tend to 
perpetuate 
the 
uneasiness 
which 
would b e excited b y his election. Mo re­ 
o v er, in many matters the ex ecutiv e 
discretion of the president 
and the 
members of his cab inet is such that 
they would b e ab le to add to the dis­ 
trust excited b y merely academic dec­ 
larations and thus to keep the business 
community in that state of do ubt 
which means a continuance and exten­ 
sion of depression 
far b ey ond Its re­ 
cent limits. 
These are serious ques­ 
tions and should b e weighed witho ut 
passion b y the workingman who is de­ 
ciding how to cast his v o te this au­ 
tumn.

London, Oct. 7 .—The second and cul 
minating step in the Austro-Bulg arian 
p rog ram for the ag g randizement ol 
themselves at the ex p ense of the sta­ 
tus established by the treaty of Ber­ 
lin was consummated last nig ht when 
Emp eror Francis Josep h formally p ro­ 
claimed the p ractical annex ation of 
Bosnia and Herzeg ovina to the dual 
monarchy . The p resent situation is as 
follows: 
Turkey calls up on the p owrers to p re­ 
serve to her wrhat they g uaranteed by 
that treaty . 
Austria and Bulg aria strong ly de­ 
clare their determination to keep what 
they have taken. 
Servia is 
p rotesting bellig erently 
ag ainst being hemmed in more strong ­ 
ly between twro unp op ular neig hbors 
and ag ainst having the Servians in 
Bosnia absorbed into the Austro-Hun­ 
g arian nationality . 
The other p owers concerned in the 
Berlin treaty are discussing the hold­ 
ing of an international conference to 
consider this most delicate of p rob­ 
lems. 
Turkey ’s unex p ected p olicy of re­ 
straint minimizes the p ossibilities of 
war, wrhich now is considered out of 
the question. 
The Eng lish p ap ers unite in p raising 
Turkey ’s moderation and in denounc­ 
ing Austria. The Standard, iu a ty p i­ 
cal utterance, say s: 
“We are sorry 
for the ag ed emp eror. We reg ret that 
so late in his long and honorable ca­ 
reer he has chosen to sully his name 
with a deed which will g o down in his­ 
tory along side of the p artition of Po­ 
land.” 
Several of the London news­ 
p ap ers question w'hether or not Em­ 
p eror Francis Josep h is acting ag ainst 
his will. 
A conference of the p owers is ex ­ 
p ected to be held within twro or three 
months if it can be arrang ed, but no 
one imag ines that it will undo this 
week’s work. 
Austria declines even 
to discuss annex ation, and the most 
that is ex p ected is some arrang ement 
that will save Turkey ’s p ride. 
Before the p ow'ers ag ree to enter 


Indianap olis, Oct. 7 .—The sup reme 
and ap p ellate courts Tuesday took a 
double fall out of the g ambling Indus 
try of the French Lick valley as it ex 
isted p rior to the raids eng ineered 
nearly three y ears ag o by Governoi 
Hanly . 
The latter caused suits to be 
instituted ag ainst the big hotel com 
p anies at French Lick and West Bad 
en to forfeit their charters, on the 
g round that they p ermitted the viola 
tion of the law on their p romises 
When Governor Hanly ’s ag ents swoop 
ed down on the French Lick valley 
confiscating the mag nificent p arap her 
nalia of the tw'o g ambling casinos 
comp laints were filed in Judg e Bus 
kirk’s court at Paoli declaring that the 
ho’^l comp anies had violated theii 
charters. 
Several emp loy es of the ca 
sinos were charg ed with g ambling , bui 
wTere nevef broug ht to trial. 
Judg e 
p uskirk decided ag ainst the state by 
holding that no action could be main­ 
tained ag ainst the hotel comp anies to 
forfeit their charters. 
The case was 
ap p ealed to the ap p ellate court and 
Judg e Buskirk wras reversed. 
A mo 
tion for rehearing has just been over 
ruled. 
The case will now be tried 
on its merits, althoug h both of the 
hotel comp anies have cut out the g am 
bling casinos. The ap p ellate court de­ 
cided ttjat when a comp any is incor 
p orated there is an imp lied p rovision 
in the articles that no criminal law 
shall be violated. 
The sup reme court’s action was tak 
en on one of the ten cases in which 
the circuit court of Orang e county 
quashed affidavits charg ing p ersons 
with having “unlawfully visited a cer 
tain g ambling house,” without sp ecif! 
cally describing its location. 
The su 
p reme court declared the affidavit suf­ 
ficient. 
The ten defendants w’ere arrested 
in a raid on a g ambling house near 
French Lick, but the affidavits only 
stated that it w*as in Orang e county , 
and Judg e Buskirk held this insuffi* 
cienf, and also held that the affidavits 
oug ht to charg e that the defendants 
“knowing ly 
visited” 
the 
g ambling 
house “for the p urp ose of g aming .” 
But the sup reme court, in an op inion 
written by Judg e Jordan, say s that the 
statute in p ositive terms declares any 
and all visits to a g ambling house to 
be a p enal offense, and that using the 
lang uag e of the statute in charg ing the 
offense is sufficient.
